..CHILDREN AT TABLE 
A disagreement about teaching 


table manners to young children 
is discussed In the following let- 
ter: "My husband and I disagree 
about.the teaching of table man- 
ners to our two young daughters. 
I feel.that-they should not be al- 
lowed to put "the left arm on' the 
table while eating; and that it 
should remain in their lap as 
much as possible. 
My husband 
says this is ridiculous, as it is im- 
possible for anyone- to sit in this 
fashion, particularly a child. He 
thinks that not only .should their 
arm remain on the table but that 
when 'necessary, a small crust of 
bread' may be given them .to hold 
in their left hand to use as a 
pusher.' Will you straighten us. 
out?" 


In answer, the one thing to 


guard against is not to let them 
get into the bad habit of en- 
circling their plate, which is what 
children usually do if allowed to 
put their arm on the table. But 
when eating food- that is difficult 
to ."capture," a small . crust of 
bread is the accepted pusher. 
Many children begin, with a piece 
of silver called a "pusher" and as 
they grow older and more adept 
a small crust of bread is. substi- 
tuted. If a small crust of bread 
•or "pusher" is-held in the fingers 
just over the edge of the plate 
with the wrist resting against the 
table's edge, this will be practical 
as well as correct.
